‘*The tendency to break away 
from wheat production,’’he writes, 
‘thas grown with the wider. de- 
velopment of the country, and 
the. older’ farmers. have been 
leaders in the movement... In 
Manitoba, for instance, where 
the majority of the old-timers in 


the west still reside, the output of|' 


wheat has. been practically 
stationary for the.-past two or 
three years, The total yield has 
varied according to the state of 
the weather and other crop con- 
siderations, but the acreage has 
shown little change since. 1908. 
This' does not mean that the 
Province is stepping backward, 
It is probably.in a better position 
to-day than ever before, and the 
satisfactory financial -state is 
partly due to the willingness of 
the farmers to listen to advice on 
the subject of agricultcral pro- 
gress. The attention which might 
have been given to wheat has 
been directed towards other 
grains, or to live stock, or dairy 
produce, or garden stuff, or other 
lines which mean money in return 
for labor at the present day. The 
tendency is to carry the cam- 
paign still farther, and to make 
the farms of the Province yield 
everything which can be grown 
in this climate. Mr. James J. Hill 
has often told the farmers of 
Minnesota, in which tate his 
chief interests lie, that they could 
never hope to make: themselves 
independent if they continued to 
give their attention to one branch 
of rural industry alone, and they 
have profited by the instruction. 
To-day Minnesota is one of the 
greatest agricultural States in the 
Union. -and mixed farming has 
done it. The conditions which 
prevail there are similar to those 
in Manitoba, and there is not the 
shadow of a doubt that this Pro- 
vince possesses some advantages 
which are not found on the. other 
side of the boundary. The 
position which has been attained 
through intelligent consideration 
of practical. farming problems

AGRICULTURE THE BASIS 
, . OF WEALTH.

‘*And beyond that range of hills 
afew. miles ahead are other 
valleys equally fertile and well 
About four miles: from 
town we came to the Jersey stock 
farm of Mr.C.A.J. Sharman, who 
is an enthusiast on the subjects 
of Jersey cows as ‘money ‘makers 
and on the adaptibility of this 
country for the: growing of cul- 
tivated grasses for stock. Mr. 
Sharman is an Irishman by birth 
and. previous. to coming to Al- 
berta seven years. ago had -never 
had any experience in farming. 


His herd of 50 Jerseys, at the] 


head of which is the famous. bull 
King Edward of Brampton, which 
won first prize and championship 
atthe Dominion Fair at Calgary 
last year, isone of the. best in 
Canada. Mr. Sharman milks 
over twenty cows, summer ‘and 
winter and sends the milk to the 
Red Deercreamery. Everything 
in connection with the industry is 
carried on in a very systematic 
manner. A record of the number 
of pounds of milk-given morning 
and evening of each day the per- 
centage of butter fat, etc., is kept 
of each cow for the season, 20 
that he can at any time tell just 
the amount that each is. earning. 
One cow was pointed out to me 
that in the twelve months past 
had the remarkable record of 
7200 pounds of an ayerage teat of 
5 per cent of butter fat to her 
credit. This produced 64 1-2 
pounds of butter, the total reyenue 
from this animal for the year 
being $214. This included $60 
received for her .calf and the 
value of the skim: milk which was 
placed at 20 per cent per hundred 
pounds. Mr.Sharman’s buildings 
ana whole farm are especially 
adapted to this particular branch 
of farm industry, and he is mak- 
ing good money:out of it. 
-Around the farm buildings. he 
has planted out a hedge of 10,000 
Manitoba maples, birch, ash and 


-Russian willow, which is: doing 


well and will in a short time form 
a splendid windbreak and shelter 
for his farm yard. 

He has also a splendid garden 
containing stawberries, black and 
red raspberfies, currants, goose 
berries and apple trees which are 
doing well. ;

Hands.

This view of the matter is very 
strongly supported in a recent 
interview by Senator Perley, who 
has made himself thoroughly 
familiar with conditions through- 
out the West.

—|ness of paralleling the Inter- 
colonial from Quebec tu Moncton,| 4, 


Senator Perley’a interview pro- 
ceeds thus: 

“Throughout. Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan: conditions are 
worse than in New. Brunswick 
because the road is to go through 
a country already amply served 
by a network of branches from 
two transcontinental roads. 

The C. P. R. and theG. T. P. 
willbe running almost on the 
same dump from Saskatoon for 
100 miles west. Atno point will 
there be more than four miles 
difference in the location of the 
tracks. 

‘The only freight which the G. 
T. P. will secure is what it can 
steal from the other roads already 
giving a legitimate and compet- 
ent service to the district between 
Winnipeg and Saskatoon, through 
which it is to pass. 

It is a simple case of dividing 
into three parts what was before 
not more than enough for two.’’ 

The new railway goes into: no 
new country and therefore can 
reach no new freight. It is 
merely an unnecessary interloper 
|| coming in to compete with the 

' railways already established, and 
already quite able to handle the 
traffic. 

As to the chances of tne new 
road, Senator Perley says: 

“That freight pelongs to the 
other roads and they will have 
the bulge upon the G. T. P. be- 
cause of their branches. The 
G.T. P. can never have such a 
system as theirs, because it must 
cross their lines.to establish any 
kind of a subsidiary line.’’ 

_ Nearer the conclusion the inter- 
‘view reads as follows: 

“Canada is building a road 
with a capacity for freight which 
cannot exist for years and years. 
We are having a road built which 
we cannot utilize. When the 
pipe dreams are being dreamed 
of reeling trains, which will come 
steaming throught the east with} 
western wheat, it must be re- 
membered that the G. T. P's. 
men are already openly bragging 
of the manner in which they will 
give Alberta’s products an outlet, 
ley way of the Pacific coast, to 
{China and Japan.” 

Senator Perley further sums up 
the case as follows: 

‘From east to west, I have 
‘found the people completely sick 
over the manner in which they 
have been inveigled into this, the 
greatest swindle ever pernes 
, trated.”’ 

‘The connection between ‘the 
G.T. P. and the G. T. is so com- 
plete, that for years after the 
completion of the G. T. P. as 
promised, the Grand Trunk Rail- 


t is an extraordinary thing 
the company which was 
merely a bliud for Mr. Pugsley 
and Mr. Tweedie, would suggest 
paying more than three times the 
amount of the Evans and Elkin 
option. If $50,000 waa a low 
price, certainly $180,000 was an 
extravagant : price. But that 
price wss agreed upon and en- 
dorsed by the legislature. 

If Evans and Elkins had re- 
ived the whole amount, the 
charge against Mr, Pugsley as 
the brains of the New Brunswick 
Coal and Railway o)mpany would 
have been the less serious one of 


’) business stupidity. But in the 


tranefer $39,000 stuck to some 
one’s handa, and Mr. Pugsley, 
though in charge of the nego- 
tiatigns, has not given a satis- 
factory explanation touching the 
disappearance of that money. 

The first instalment of the 
money to be,paid to Evans and 
Elkine was set down at $15,000. 
Mr. Evans swore that he received 
only $12,500 of this’ amount and 
that he could not say who got the 
rake-off of $2,500. Mr. Pugsley 
in the house of commons said that 
Mr. Evans arranged’ with Mr. 
Allen for the deduction of this 
and other amounts. -The second 
instalment of $15,000 gave only 
$9,500 to Mr. Evans. The rest 
dissappeared. Mr. Evans was 
most positive when under oath 
that he had not received more 
than the amounts he cited, $12,- 
500 and $9,500. Moreover, he 
brought documents to corroborate 
his evidence. Mr. Pugsley had 
nothing whatever to corroborate 
his statement in the house, and 
he was not under oath.. In ad- 
dition, Mr. Evans was a friend of 
his, and would have no object in 
manufacturing evidence against 
him. Mr. Pugsley was under 
grave'charges, and was forced 
to make a defence of some kind. 
The defense consisted mainly of 
wild statements which can be re- 
futed without difficulty. 

The speech of Mr. Crocket, who 
took the evidence heard by the 
commission, and showed the 
| absolute falsity of statement after 
statement made by the minister 
was unanswerable. Mr. Pugsley 
has not yet given a reasonable 
explanation of the disappearance 
of $134,000 in an expenditure of 
$900, 000, and yet he still sits in 
the counsels of Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and presides over the department 
of public works.

PREHISTORIC MOUNDS. 


Toronto Professor Has Been Investi- 
gating Relics at Souris,;-Man. 


The Souirs, Man., Plaindealer says: 

Our visitor: of last summer, Prof. 
Montgomery, curator of the museum 
of the University. of Toronto, has been 
again pursuing his archaeological ~ex- 
plorations among the Mound ‘Builders 
of the Souris ‘Valley during the past 
seven weeks. Last summer he suc- 
ceeded in-making a large and valu- 
able collection of the remains, but he- 
fore completing his report he has 
spent another period’ making exam- 
ination of the Souris mounds. This 
year he. opened fourteen mounds, 
three earthern enclosures and several 
long, wide earthen. ridges or embank- 
ments. This:entails a tremendous 
.amount of careful work with work- 
men, teams and scrapers, because the 
mounds are of great size and contain 
immense quantities of earth. 

The explorations on this occasion 
were not so: fruitful of relics, but 
many illuminating’ facts.were discov- 
ered. The professor added to his col- 
lection a number of human skeletons, 
a bone comb made of the leg bone 
of a buffalo, an earthern pipe, flint 
knife blades, flint arrow points, bone 
knives, bone awls, and two kinds of 
marine shell .beads that originally 
came by means of ‘traffic, from the 
Gulf of Mexico. : 

The mounds that have been exam- 


‘ined are situated on the North Antler 


Creek at Sourisford, and are scatter- 
ed along the valley for five miles. 
There still remains a number that 
have not been opened. 


A Neutral Zone. 

‘ Probably in order to avoid possible 
disputes in remote districts, the Gov- 
ernment has received a request from 
the. Imperial Government to reserve 
a strip sixty feet wide on the British 
Columbia side .of the international 
boundary. . The request comes from 
the British Ambassador through the 
Ottawa Government, which has agre- 
ed to reserve a similar strip along 
the ‘boundary wherever the public 
lands belong to the Dominion. The 
United States is doing the Same thing, 
President Roosevelt having issued a 
proclamation declaring that all public 
lands for sixty.feet on the American 
side of the line will in future be re- 
served from sale, settlement or lease. 

Of course in all cases where land 
has actually been alienated right up 
to the boundary, the proprietors will 
not be disturbed, but no sych grants 
will be made in the future. Mining 
locations, farms and so forth on the 
boundary line have in the past proved 
to be oa fruitful source of dispute, and 
not infrequently, owing to carelese 
surveying, an owner has found out 
later that part of his possessions lie 
in the United States, or in Canada, 
as the case may be, with the result 
that he loses title to part of his land. 


Geyser In Yukon. 

A geyser has broken out on Eldor- 
ado, just’ below Bay Gulch, Yukon, 
according to advices from Dawson, 
and is- throwing three-fourths of a 
sluicehead of water, with no promise 
of cessation. It has been running 
six weeks without diminution, and 
the miners are beginning to predict 
that it will continue eand - will form 
an immense glacier. The_origin of 
this: glacier is unknown. How it 
should happen to break out at this 
time, especially since no work hag 
been done on the ground, is a mys- 
tery. Were the water to appear on 
some ground where good pay exists, 
and where the miners are prepared 
for work, it would be considered 3s 
bonanza. As it is, this fine stream 
is running to waste in the creek bot 
tom. Five years ago a gusher broke 
out on Eldorado, adjoining claim 
number three, and carried such an 
immense head that it formed an im- 
mense glacier in the winter. 


Americans Investing In B.C. 


For the purpose of making invest-| 


ments in timber Grand Rapids, Mich., 
men are paying attention to British 
Columbia. They have had agents 
looiting up timber for several months 
past. 

They say that an enormous amount 
of American capital will be invested 
in British Columbia timber within 
the next year owing to the great like- 
lihood of the next congress placing 
Canadian lumber on the free list. The 
removal of the duty is a plank in the 
Democratic platform, while the same 
step is favored by the leaders of the 
Republican party.
